Reinders, US patent no. 5,819,088, teaches that a compiler for determining an 
execution schedule for executing a basic block of one of said programs on said 
targeted computer. 

Gongwer et al., US patent no. 6,691 ,118, teaches that a system initializer and a 
module manager are employed to construct an application software program in the 
application environment from a plurality of modules, wherein said the module manager 
creates and maintains a module database and calls each of the modules to register 
each of the interfaces that the module supports into an interface database. 

However the prior art of records do not teach or suggest, individually or in 
combination neither said initialization manager includes instructions for performing the 
steps of: processing said registered module dependencies to identify a dependency 
count for each module; generating an initialization schedule by sorting the module 
order according to the number of dependencies; and initializing data affecting 
execution of operational instructions.
